PREVALENCE AND CONTROL OF INFECTIOUS 
AND OTHER DISEASES 


During 1939 there were 65 notifications of infectious disease as 
against 123 the previous year. 


Diphtheria: 
There were 28 cases in 1939 (73 in 1938) and all were admitted to 
hospital. There were three deaths. 


The cases occurred as follows in the Wards: 


Sunbury 1. Sunbury Common: 4. 
Ashford Common 6, Shepperton 17. 


(The three deaths were in the Shepperton Ward.) 
Scarlet Fever: 


There were 10 cases as against 26 in 1938. All were sent to 
hospital. 


Sunbury 4. Sunbury Common 1. 
Ashford Common a Shepperton h. 


Puerperal Pyrexia: There were no cases notified. 


Pneumonia: 13 cases were notified and 3 went to hospital. 
Erysipelas: One case notified and sent to hospital. 


Ophthalmia Neonatorum: One case notified and sent to hospital. 


Chickenpox: 
Two cases only were notified by Medical Practitioners, but more 
cases occurred in the district and were reported by the Heads of Schools. 


Tuberculosis: 
9 new cases of Pulmonary Tuberculosis were notified during 1939 
and one case of Non=pulmonary. There were 7 deaths, all pulmonary. 


NON-NOTIFIABLE DISEASES 


Cases of german measles, whooping cough, chickenpox and mumps were 
notified from the Schools, 


Cancer: 


During 1939 there were 15 deaths from cancer in various forms. 
The ages varied from 32 to 71. (In 1938 there were 31 deaths.) 
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During the year 1939, the Birth Rate rose to 19.8 compared 
with 17.9 the previous year. 


The number of deaths was the same but estimated on the 
increased population gives a percentage of 10.3 per 1000 population, 
compared with 11.3 the previous year. 


The amount of Infectious Disease notified was 65 compared 
with 123 in 1938. 


Housing conditions continue satisfactory. 


There are no other items affecting the health of the District 
which reguire special report.
